Failure to Act By March 1«t Involves 
Penalties—Taxpayers Will Be As­ 
sisted by Treasury Officials in 
Every County. 


28.— The time has 
arrived for every American subject to 
the income tax division of the war 
revenue act to figure up his income 
iud file his return, 
lf he is unm ar­ 
ried and im a a net income of $1,000 
:>r more, or l f he is m arried or tho 
head of u family and lits net income 
is $2,000 or more, he m ust pay tile 
lax. 
Hi* return m ust be In the hands 
»f the collector of Internal revenue In 
the district in which the taxpayer lives 
ir lias his principal place of business 
before March I. 1918. 
The man who thinks to evade thl* 
tax is making a serious error. Revenue 
officials will be In every county to 
check return*. Failure to make a cor­ 
rect return within the time specified 
involves heavy penalties. 
"N et income" m eans gross Income 
less certain deductions provided for by 
the act. 
The law defines Income as 
profit, gain. 
wages, salary, 
commis­ 
sions. money or its equivalent from 
professions, 
vocations, 
commerce, 
trade, rents, sales and dealing* in prop­ 
erty, real and personal, and Interest 
from Investment* except Interest from 
governm ent bonds, or atule, municipal 
township or county bonds. 
Income* 
from service as guardian, trustee or 
executor; from 
dividends, 
pensions, 
royalties, or patents, or oil and gas 
wells, coal land, etc., are taxable.

Marie J**an Paul B oche T r e f Gilbert 
Metier was born Septem ber 6, 1757. 
You know this a* ven-nurned hero bet­ 
ter by his title than by any of ills skil­ 
let n am es; he w ar tho M arquis de L a ­ 
fayette. 
While tie* birthday of L a fa y e tte lias 
rati been generally celebrated In th** 
United States, no fith of Septem ber has 
been perm itted to pass without some 
recognition <*f L a fa y e tte ’* services. 
At tIm* age of t h i r t e e n in* inherit' d 
an Immense fortune, and he was only 
sixteen when ii** married ti.** grand­ 
daughter of the Duke de Noodles. 
De­ 
spite ids aristo cra tic education and en­ 
vironment. Jo* was from childhood an 
urdcnt lover of liberty. 
“ Republican 
anecdotes 
alw ays 
de­ 
lighted me,” lo* wrote In his memoirs, 
“ami when my new connections wished 
to obtain for rn** n place at court I did 
riot hesitate displeasing them to pre­ 
serve my indep* ndence.” 
When lo* first heard of the Revolu­ 
tion in Am erica lo* "espoused warm ly 
tlo* caus** o f liberty" and offered his 
services to Silas Deane, the Am erican 
revolutionary agent in F ran ce. 
"W hen I presented to Mr. Dean** my 
boyish face, for I was sea reel y nine­ 
teen years o f age. I spoke m ore of my 
ardor In tlo* cause than of my «*xp**ri- 
enc**," w rote L afay ette, “hut I dwelt 
upon th** effect my departure would 
rouse in F ra n ce ." 
Tile credit of the Continental c in­ 
gress was so low- that Donne con I* I not 
procure a vessel, sn L a fa y e tte bought 
nm’ secretly freighted the ship Victory 
to carry himself and a dozen or so 
other 
officers 
acro ss 
tlo* 
Atlantic. 
Among 
L a fay ette's 
com panions 
was 
Baron Jo han n «!«* Kalb, a native of B a ­ 
varia, w ho had long boon In the se rv ­ 
ice of F ra n ce . 
Against tim wish***; *q 
Ills relatives and 
th** orders of th,* 
French king L a fa y e tte sailed f o r A m er­ 
ica. 
From the Victory lo* sent a mes­ 
sage to ids glri-w lfe: 
“ From love to no* become n good 
A m erican ; th** w elfare of A m erica L 
closely hound up with th** w elfare of 
mankind.” 
L afay ette and his party landed near 
Georgetown. S. C„ In April. 1777, rind 
then traveled by land to I’hihnl* Iphia 
vv here the congress commissioned the 
al net een-y ear-old boy a m ajor general. 
and W ashington Invited him to become 
a mem ber of his m ilitary filmily. 
The boy general Joined the Conti­ 
nental arm y in August, 1777, and lq the 
following mouth he fought at B ran d y­ 
wine, where th** Stnrs and S trip e ; were 
first 
carried 
int** 
battle. 
L afay ette 
fought as a volunteer, and w as badly 
wounded. 
A fter several brilliant e x ­ 
ploit* he returned to F ra n ce in 177D 
ami w as Im 11***1 as a hero. 
During the Fren ch revolution in* was 
im ardent republican and dropped hi*; 
tit!** when he was made com m ander in 
chief of th** National Guards, 
H e was 
driven from his country by the * x 
trealists, and the Austrians flung him 
Into a dungeon, w here he was confined 
for five years.
